Farming 
ia not an occupation which rcatilta in large or 
rapid profits, oorapnred with other business 
carried on in theso colonies, conaoquently our 
fatmera reqaire aomo littls.^elp^^and ^eucou 
Vagement. If the ' accounts by the next 
'ateainer confirm tbe opinion at present pre- 
Tailing, as to tbe probability of a eompara- 
tiTO ecaraity and oonsoquont high prices in 
Califoruin, we must feel ihe influence of tbe 
cbnngo hero most materially ; and use must 
bo made of it to dayplop put o.wuTesources. 
It is quite possible if vro at oooe aeoare a 
constant and suflicieut steam communication 
with Cowichan nnd Coraox, wo may in a few 
years time be ablo to draw considarable sup- 
plies of grain from those districts, but if wo 
neglcot them now, it is hopeless and useless 
td rely upon them for any produee for years 
to come. No men will "^^ '° 

those far-away sputa and ^settle down, 
unless they seo Boma' prospect of 
eventually building up a comfortable 
homestead around tbeni, and one moreover 
which will not bo out of reach of civilizatioo | 
if they are loft to tbe mercy of the Indians, 
without any protection, and without the 
means of communicating with Victoria, the 
whole thing will be a failare; whereas a fort- 
nightly Btcara communication would at tbe 
present moment nfford all that is wanted. 
It would enable the farmer to send in his 
eggs, vegetables and butter to tha Victoria 
market, and be would baVe no dlfBonlty in 
getting his provisions, cattle, seeds, and im- 
plements from Victoria. To this protection 
the agriculturalists are entitled, and wc shall 
always be prepared to advocate their claims 
upon the colony for it ; a sobsidized steamer 
tooonveytbe mails, to aU~ th^. oofist spjtle* 
meets, to the most distant, at least twelve 
times in the year, oftener if possible. We 
are likely also to have a population engagad 
in copper mining along our coasts, and the 
establisfiment of a regular steamer will give 
facilities to those engaged in this business 
which ought not to berlost. sight of. There 
is every reason to expect that when the com- 
munication with all places on the coast is 
made easy and regular, prospecting will go 
on more vigorously than heretofore, nnd our 
mineral resources wiU - thus month by monlL 
and year by year become more developed.

THE REO-ISTRARSHIP OP THE 

SUPREME COURT. 

Wo have frequently found it necessary to 
remark npon the state of business io the 
Sopreme Ooortof Civil Jnstice, and we hare 

not heiitated to point out the reasons, as from 
time to time wo hare become aware of their 
existence, for the delay which has taken place 
in the proceodiogs of the Ooorts, and which 
seems to have onlminated in a grioTance too 
heavy to be endared, if indeed the pablio 
interests of the inhabitants of Vanconver de- 
mand Ihat such tilings ohould bo considered 
as grievances nt all, wliiob only affect that 
portion of tho oomniunity who have tlio mi«n 
fortnoe to have some legal business thrust 
upon tbem. In the first place, we hitve au 
ncoomalation of bnsinaas in all branches of 
the Oonrt, which would take an active judge 
some time to pet through, and which causes 
tbo greatest possible delay to those who have 
cases bofore tbe Oourt, delay which leada to 
heavy espouse andt-f'sqisit losf- In tl>8 
next place, we have a Ooiirt without its full 
oomplemcnt ol officers, a'ld consequontly the 
responsibility and work mils upon tbe should- 
ers of one individual who is very muoh un- 
derpaid for his services. Jt would hardly be 
credited by those who know nothing of how 
the basiness of oor Courts is carried on, that 
the gentleman now acting as Registrar of the 
Supreme Conrl, and Administrator- General, 
and wlio also has his own dulios to perform 
as Clerk of Ihe Writs and Dopuly- Htgistrar, 
is in receipt of a salary which would not re- 
tain a clerk or a boot-keeper in any of our 
meroantile hooscs for a month, for be has 
been allowed no extra pay for doing the 
Registrar's work, and yot, ibrough this 
gentleir.nn's hands pass all the lees of the 
Court, nil the money paid into Court, 
and oil the funds coming into the Pro- 
bate Court, if any luoh there bo? but 
it is an undoubted fact that such is the oase, 
as tho ooloaial pay sheets will ihovr. For- 
tunately for tho colony llio position is hold 
by a gontlenian of undoubted probity, und 
of tho highest ropnlalion for honor io all his 
dealings, and ill ndilition to this. Mi. Woods 
has too great n itako in tbe country, and too 
mocb interest in tbo future prosperity of Vic- 
toria to allow him to tamper with the inter- 
ests of the public for his own gain ; but is it 
right, we ask, that bcciuso n man has lies and 
connections in a place, >vhioh not as .1 male- 
rial gnaranlee against any misconduct on his 
part, ho should be underpaid lor tbo duties 
he lailbfull; performs to the government that 
employs him. It had been geoernlly inp- 
posad that when a vaconcy occurred lome 
cijiht months ago, Mr. Woods would have 
been appointed Registrar, but the Judge and 
tbo Governor wero anxious to bavo a profes. 
sieoal man in the post, which would certain- 
ly seem to be the proper course but if no 
professional man can be ioduoed to take upon 
hiinselt the ollieo, or if none can bo found 
filled for it, snroly it is hut (air nnd just that 
one who has done his work faillifully ns de- 
puty should be promoled. Of Mr. Woods' 
quallGcaliona we say nothing, because it ia 
perfectly clear that if it is essential that a law 
ycr should bold the post, he doei'not possosb 
that qualiGcation, whilst if a non-professional 
man caii hold it, thegcniloman who has been in 
tho ollico for aon,o years, cannot in justice ¥0, 
passed over, unless ho is unlit for the wcrlr 
and tbo QovernmouC have acknowledged his 
fitoess by allowipg bim to act, and is it rijht 
is it Just, oris it honorable, not to allow 
hitn the full emoluments of llie office? We 
trust that one oi llio firnl aots of the new 
governor will be to appoint a Registrar, and 
If aneffliiieDt professional maii^ cannot bo 
fddnd, Mr.' Woods I1M the liext claim, and at 
tho same time Ihe oxocii'ive should see that 
bo is remunerated for tho sorvlcei, which to 
the shame of tbo colony, he has performed 
{»t eight aoDtlu gratultonsiy.

The potilion also a.sks 
tliat the minimum r|Uantily alloivnd to bo sold 
by wtinlosalo dealers jlionid be !t gallons or 
five dozen, that (|uantity being also tho 
maximum of retail dealers. Willi this tho 
lion. ;;enilenuin .--'aid he did not agree, think- 
ing llint tho pre.'ent rate of two gallons and 
two dozin was an oquitablo arr;'nKement. 
Th? iietition al«o nskod that tho term for 
which licenses should ba granted should be 
not less than nno year, in order to protect 
permaecnt dealers in tho ci';, . They also 
asked that special sessions should bo held for 
granting licenses. These were tho main 
featnrps ol tho petition. He would therefore 
move that a bill bo brought in to reduce the 
rstall licenfc to £40 per annum. 

Mr. Franklin said ho did nol think that 
the motion was in order.

Dr. Powell agreed with his hon. colleagues 
There was no doubt tho li(]iiiir dealnrs were 
too heavily taxed, and he thought some 
means such as proposed by tho hon. Coinnial 
Secretary should be nilopled to relieire tiiem 
from tho municipal tax. 

Mr. DeCosnius said this was not a matter 
that was brought in nt tho faj-ond of the 
snasioii ; il had been brought up previously, 
buthnd been deferred to Iho general inter- 
Qsls of the Government. All his hon. col- 
leaijueghad admillod that the tax was bur- 
densome and should bo reduced, nnd this 
wns not llie way to relieve tho dealers from 
'liebnrdcn. This question might however 
bo left till (be Iiioorpotation bill again cams 
up, ani! if no further tax were imposed on tho 
rctuil dealers than that in the act of 18G1 lie 
would iritbdrnw bis demand for redaction. 

Dr. Trimble would have supported the 
motion for a rednotion had be not broaght in 
an inoorpnration bill himself, in which he 
proposed not to levy a tax on liquor dealers. 

Dr. Tolmie said the hon. meniber for Vic- 
tiiria hnd said the tax w->s burdensome, but 
liH forgot that nil of us pa \ taxes and found 
tliciii biirdeiisomo niso ; l!. slnowas a tax 
on a luxury, ond he thought it flhnnid not 
1)0 reduced, lie ihnagbt however that we 
eIioiiUI prevent li(|UOi doalets from being 
taxed Iwioe. 

Mr. Young said that in r.r^lor to meet the 
feeling in Iho House ho wor.Id move that a 
bill bo brought in to ameni! the Liquor 
LicPiiaa of IBtil, and ho hoped that before 
the llouso went into Committee on llin sub- 
ject so much progress might be inailo in the 
I ncorp-iration bill as to allow the [loslpone- 
meiji of the giibjcct till a future session.

When he has collected 
a sulUcient ir.imber he opens them wilh a 
knife, and ascertains il there is any pcarl.-- 
iniide. Of course great numbeia may be 
opened without success, and in this rcrpect 
pearl fishing rosombles gold digging. Thf 
Tay, the Dun, Ihe Laiih, tbo Garry, and the 
Tummol are said to abound most in pearl 
oysters, hot. it seems, ihey are to be found in 
a large' namber of the Booich streams, and 
-tlie moM especially in those of the north and 
west. —Ev.r, Times.
